UC prof. hosts 
dinner party for 
hungry termites 


RICHMOND, Calif. (AP) 
really bug Vernard Lewis. So the U¢ 
Berkeley entomologist built an $85,000 


house, Villa Termiti, and invited 3,000 


lermites 


of the wood-munching pests to dinner 
and death 

What the termites don't know ts that 
the entree may be enticing, but they're 
dessert 

While they’re noshing away on the 
tree eats, workers will be trving out tra 
ditional and alternative ways of extermi 
nation to find out how best to wipe them 
out 

‘The proof’s in the pudding,” says 
Lewis. who proudly unveiled his house 
of termite terror Tuesday 

It was a harried homeowner's dream 

Termites are munching away any 

where from $200 million to $400 million 
in damage and that’s justin Calitornia 
Lewis said “I’m told nationwide that 
figure jumps up to $2 billion 

On Tuesday, some of the guests at 
Villa Termitt, a one-room, 400-square 
foot Douglas fir structure built at 
Berkeley's Richmond field station, were 
human, there to celebrate the open house 

In honor of the big day, Lewis whipped 
up a bug banquet for his human guests 
lermite soup, water bugs sauteed in gar 
he and worms stir-fried with green beans 

“To clean the palate, we have honey 
comb,” Lewis said, unperturbed by the 
cries of, “Lord, give me strength.” ema 
nating from the kitchen in the main build 
ing near the house 


“I've had a lot of big days lately, this 
probably ts going to stand out.” Lewis 


said, who earned his doctorate in ento 
mology while running a pest-control busi 
ness 

“This is great, that they're actually 
going to be doing some research on 
whether these things work or not,” said 
visitor Eugene Bergman, vice president 
of the Berkeley Association of Realtors 

“A lot of people think it's kind of 
cute,” Lewis said. “But if you spend the 
time looking atit... you can see there's 
a lot of features duilt in there 

“When you think about it, it's the only 
building of its type in the world.” 

Here's how it works. Batches of ter 
Inites are deposited in removable panels 
which are then nailed in place. The ex 
terminators try their worst and after a 
couple of days, screnusts pull out the 
boards and take a head count 

Final results are expected in Febru 
ary. “It's a pretty straightforward ex 
periment. Nothing fancy here, nothing 
up my sleeve,” Lewis said 

Methods include the traditional chemi 
Cal fumigation as well as newer methods 
Such as microwaves, heat, cold and elec 
tric Shock 

Before Villa Termiti, researchers were 
irying things out in the lab and then 
deciding whether they were confident 
enough to use the method in someone's 
home. Now, the worst that can happen is 
“we lose a two-by-ftour.” he said 

\ novel twist’ In most parts of the 
country, Colonies are divided into work-

Cahtomia State University and Univer- 
sily of California systems are preparing for 
the future influy of 1.4 million students by 
wcreasing their number of campuses by the 
year 2000. 

Hank Hendrickson, director of planning 
and development at CSU Monterey Bay, 
will be going to Washington, D.C. nexi 
week toask for $ 1 36 muillion in federal funds 
to help retrofit the buildings that are cur- 
renilyexistng on the site, making sure they re 
up up to code 

Monterey’s Fort Ord is currently in the 
process of changing hands and becoming 
CSU Monterey Bay 

“We feel this is a legitimate expense,” 
Henderickson said, pointing out that almost 
every building on the site wasn't equipped 
to accommodate handicapped students, 

Hendrickson received a fetter recently 
from the Califomia Board of Education 
approving his application for the 1,300

“We are one step closer, in a very long 
process, that takes a lot of negotiating,” 
Henderickson said, 

CSU Monterey Bay is still projected to start 
élasses in the Fall of 1995. Henderickson said 
they were hoping for at feast 2,000 studeits the 
first semester, and by the year 2015, 25,000 
students or more 

“Depending on enrollment, the projected 
operating expense for the first year will be $20 
million to $30 millon.” Henderickson said. 

The state of California will also be contrib- 
vong money, depending on enroliment 

The curnculum of CSU Monterey Bay wiil 
specialize in the sciences. 

“We are hoping the curricutum will be inno- 
vative and exciung for the students that will 
want to come here,” Hendrickson said, also 
pointing out that the location will help attract 
students due to the marine institutions along the 
coast, 

Colleen Bentley-Adier, CSU Chancellor's 












spokeswoman, said that the transfer of the 
property from the federal government to CSU 
will happen sometime in October. 

Mark Aydetoue, Regional Public Affairs 
Director and UC spokesman for the Central 
Valley, said that the $1.5 mithon needed for 
Environmental Impact Studies has been ap- 
proved by the state Legislature and is on the 
Governors desk now 

The UC system is also trying to expand the 
number of their schools, and is now trying to 
Gecide where to put the campus they hope will 
open sometime after the tum of the century. 

“Central California is the largest area, witb 
3 million people, not served by a UC,” Aydelotte 
said. He hopes the campus will open with 
12,000 to 1,500 students the first vear, and then 
follow waditional growth patterns of about 800 
Students a year or more. Hopefully reaching 
20,000 students ia 20 years 

He stated that the basic argument for a new 
campus is enrollment in the state. 

“Soon we will not be able to accommodate 
the number of students applying to UCs”

UC gifts and donations 
reach record amounts 
after budget cutbacks 


Officials say system-wide financial trouble 
spurred $472 million in public generosity 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) The 
University of California’s record 
$472 million in private gifts this 
year demonstrates the public's 
concer about recent state fund- 
ing cuts, school officials said

Massachusetts raises 
fees, reduces services 


BOSTON (AP) —- The cost of 
higher education continues to out- 
pace income, inflation and financial 
ad this fall, even as colleges and 
universities slash services, accord 
ing to the College Board 

The average tuition, room and 
board climbed 6 percent to $6,207 
at four-year public universities and

However, starting fullback Pedro 
Lewis and linebacker Greg Johnson 
will out again this week after injuries 
suffered in the Homets’ 49-10 pound 
ing of San Francisco State on Sept 
11 

Without Lewis, the Homets (2-1) 
were notable to run the ball as muchas 
they would have liked against the 
Eagles, according toC lemons, and that 
may be the case again this Saturday 
when they take on the Tigers 

“We would like to establish a run- 
ning game, but (UOP’) has a fine, fine 
defense and may push us to something 
else,” Clemons said 

Defensively, the Hornets’ have

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Don’t walk alone—night shuttle alleviates Boogeyman-fears

Your neighbor stabs cats in the 
eyes. The man living by your 
parents’ house raped al 2-year-old 
in his workshed. A masked man 
beat and robbed your cousin at a 
Regional Transit light rail station 

These are your thoughts as you 
walk out of your calculus class at 
10 p.m. It’s almost a mile to your 
Car Out in that purple-dark parking 
lot beyond Homet Stadium. Do 
you walk by yourself? If Sacra- 
mento State Department of Public 
Safety spokesperson, John 
Harnrick, is walking by, he could 
help you calculate your safety odds. 

According to areport published 
by his department listing crimes 
which occurred during the past 
two-and-a-half years, no one was 
murdered on the university cam- 
pus. No one was raped. 

However, if you walk, you 
might be approached by someone 
who wants to pull down his pants 
in your presence. The crime report 
listed 30 incidents of indecent ex- 
posure and sexual battery. 

If you make it to the parking lot 
unscathed, you might not find your 
car. The report listed 127 motor 
vehicle thefts in the past two-and- 
a-half years. 

Are you relieved? There wasn't 
asingle case of eye stabbing. Ready 
to walk? According to Nancy Fox, 
intermediate transportation and 
parking manager for the Univer- 
sity Transportation and Parking 
Services, 1,039 students decided 
they didn’t want to walk at night 
and instead rode the Night Shuttle 
during the 1993 spring semester. 

The Night Shuttle, previously 


called the Night Escon, was a pro- 
gram developed approximately 10 
years ago, Fox said. 

The shuttle van operates from 
dark urtii 1 1 p.m., Monday through 
Thursday. Students can request a 
nde to anywhere on the campus by 
calling 278-7260. The number is 
posted on signs next to the white 
campus phones 

“From a patron point of view, 
it's a safety issue. From a depart- 
ment point of view, we have to 
Clearly let it be known that it’s a 
transportation issue,” Fox said. 
“Issues of safety and security con- 
cer me, but we are not set up to 
guarantee the safety of any of our 
nders.” 

Although many nders’ sole rea- 
son for using the shuttle is to get to 
their cars or other campus build- 
ings safely, Fox doesn’t want 
people to consider the service a 
mobile bodyguard unit. 

“The service was originally op- 
erated by the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety. I'd have to speculate to 
their intent way back when they 
started, but I think the title is in- 
dicative — ‘escort’ as opposed to 
“shuttle,” Fox said. 

“In today’s environment, how- 
ever, liability issues and nsk man 
agement make it difficult to pro- 
vide an ‘escort service.’ 

“If we tell you we will safely 
take you to your car we are liable 
for all kinds of things,” Fox said. 

If you call the shuttle service on 
a Thursday night, computer sci- 
ence major Kevin McJimsey may 
be the shuttle driver who picks you 
up. He travels on the campus ser- 
vice roads and jokes about his 
“door-to-door service.” After de- 


livering a passenger to her car, he 
waits until she find her keys and 
gets behind the wheel.

Someumes, mediocre movies can 
be left wide open for potshots just by 
their tities. 

Writer and Director Richard 
Linklater's second major film is a sa- 
lute to the freeflowing sex, drugs and 
rock ‘n’ roll of the ‘70s. But why he 
salutes it like this is enough to leave 
audiences “Dazed and Confused.” 

The film takes a look back to the 
days just before the clouds of disco and 
Canter economics smothered the na- 
tion. Linklater’s nostalgic tip hits 
every stop from long hair, bell bouoms 
and skintight jeans that girls need pliers 
to help put on to muscle cars, classic 
rock and manijuana —- a lot of pot. 

But the old story of youth searching 
for the meaning of their lives takes a 
slide downhill — and nght off a cliff. 

The film basically is compnsed of 
an ensemble of teenage characters con- 
ducting their searches. The paper-thin 
plot, however, focuses on Randy “Pink” 
Floyd (Jason London), a junior and the 
high school’s football quarterback.

No statistics. 

No Latin names for diseases that no 
one has ever heard of. 

No facts. 

Just the emouons, personalities and 
names of family, frends, and people 
who would have otherwise been just a 
statistic. 

A portion of The Names Project, the 
memorial for AIDS victims, will be on 
display this weekend at the Sacramento 
Convention Center, displaying the 
names of AIDS victims from all over

the world. There will be 1,280 of the 
24,000 quilts on display at the conven- 
tion center this weekend as part of the 
worldwide tour. 

“It’s a personal journey,” said Beth 
Coleman, a spokesperson for the Sac- 
ramento AIDS Foundation. “Every- 
one will take something different away 
from the quilt.” 

There are 315,390 people diagnosed 
with AIDS in the U.S. today, according 
to the Centers For Disease Control / 
Quarterly Surveillance Repon. In Sac- 
ramento, 7,000 people are infected with 
HIV, the human immunodeficiency 


virus that indicates the presence of 
AIDS, according to a joint study con- 
ducted by UC Davis and the Sacra- 
mento AIDS Foundation. Both studies 
indicated thai the groups thai are rep- 
idly becoming the most at nsk are 
heterosexual women and adolescents. 

“Whether you are gay, straight, 
black, white, male or female and 18 
years old, you think you'll live for- 
ever,” Coleman said. 

The Names Project began in 1987, 
when a man named Cleve Jones spray- 


painted a three by six foot piece of

“Noise” is the word that fully 
describes Stereolab’s “Transient 
Random-Noise Bursts With An- 
nouncements.” As if the utle name 
doesn't say it all, this band’s attempt 
to pioneer something new is com- 
mendable, but regrettably a failure 
What they did is toy with instruments, 
vocal variations and modern technol- 
Ogy, and recorded what sounds like 
playful sessions. 

All bands experiment in practice, 
but Stereolab has produced that play- 
ume for distribution. 

A typical cut from the CD is “Our 
Trinitone Blast,” which is described on 
the jacket as wow and flutter. The song 
is camed by a continuous, sustaining 
and reverberated wa-wa sound. Drums

But these two in par- 
cular were real crowd pleasers, with the 
auchence, many of whom had been ai 
WOMAD mn the Bay Area Sunday, singing 
and dancing along. 

Itseemed al umes as though the audience 
wasn't with him, which could be accounted 
for by the sad attendance: the upper prom 
was only about one-quarter full.

the coach's pledge not to use drugs or 
alcohol rather than risk expulsion from 
the team. Floyd faces this dilemma 
even though he knows most of his 
friends have signed the form without 
intending to keep their promises. 
Floyd's problem rarely comes up, 
as on the last day of school before 
summer, the new seniors tum their at- 
tention to the ridiculous hazing of pro- 
spective freshmen for the “in” crowds. 
Two of the young candidates (Wiley 
Wiggins and Joey Lauren Adams) find 
the hazing bearable. They immediately 
begin to fit in as the seniors take them 
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on an evening onslaught of washing 
neighborhoods and hanging out at the 
local pool hall. And, of course, they 
make it to the big party for plenty of 
drinking, smoking and toking. 

Floyd finally resolves his conflict at 
the end of the film. But his decision 
leaves audiences wondering if their 
was a real point to this film. 

Aside from the poor plot, theme, 
writing and dialogue , ‘Dazed and Con- 
fused” is almost a tolerable film. The 
characters of Mike, the philosophical 
geek (Adam Goldberg), and perennial 
pothead Slater (Rory Cochrane) pro- 
vide a fair share of laughs. But the film 
almost seenis to struggle for real funny 
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lines, leaving the audience laughing at 
sequences only as comical as drunks 
falling over. Linklater also scores no 
points for glamorizing such wholesome 
staples as dnving high and supplying 
beer and marijuana to 13-year-olds. 

On the brighter side, London’ s act- 
ing ability overcomes the dreary 
storyline and dialogue. He makes his 
character believable. 

The real highlights are the camera 
work, especially with many of the out- 
door scenes, and an overpowering 
soundtrack. The 30 tracks are among 
the best classic rock from the first half 
of that decade. The cuts include vin- 
lage Aerosmith, Foghat, Alice Cooper

and ZZ Top. The songs put the audience 
in the perfect mood to believe that 1976 
has actually resurfaced. 

But the good points are far too few to 
make this movie work. The storyline is 
reminiscent —— very reminiscent — of 
“Amencan Graffiu,” nght down to the 
hot cars and quality soundtrack 
Linklater’s lemon, however, could never 
really compare to the George Lucas 1973 
classic. 

“Dazed and Confused” is the perfect 
ude for this ndiculous film, which opens 
in the Sacramento area Oct. 6. The music 
is definitely worth the price of admis- 
sion, but don’t pay for the movie pass 

Just go out and buy the soundtrack.

Each track contains both positive 
and negative qualities, but none of 
them deserve mounting praise.

The lead singer has great vocal 
range, but frequently hits sour notes 
and sometimes strains his cords, re- 
sulung in a monotone and extremely 

















empty sound. 

In an apparent attempt to sing 
loudly and powerfully, he delivers 
a sense of struggling both for breath 
and energetic poise. 

The CD has a garage-band sound 
and lacks fine tuning. 

With only four tracks and a 
running ume of 17:01, thus prov- 
ing that short is not always sweet. 

And in this case, Queen Sarah 
Saturday falls short of fully quench- 
ing one’s musical yearning .

With an audience to please, Cosper, 
as program director, selects the music 
that he feels will intrigue and entertain 
the listeners. He does this by placing 
his interest in the listeners’ requests. 
Each weekday he celebrates lunch 
hour by opening the phone lines to 
‘ystener requests. Swamped with phone 
calls, Cosper doesn’t mind. “I like to 
answer the phones as much as I can. It 
shows that I care. It also builds a 
rapport with the listeners,” he said. 
Cosper states that the DJ cither 
makes or breaks a radio show.'*To be 
successtul, knowledge of music and 
what it stands for is essential,” he said 
Cosper also said that you have to be 
personable, motivated, and there is an 
important need to research each arust 
so when youplay them, you have some- 
thing to introduce them with, besides 
the song ue. All of these traits com- 
bined heip to boost ratings and pro- 
mote a healthy radio station. 

The broadcast zone covers a 75 
mule radius, and according to Arbitron 
rauings, as of July, the cumulative num 
ber of listeners estimated 150, 000.

Health care for all is anidea 
whose time has come 


When President Clinton unveiled his 
controversial, sweeping health care reform 
package to a joint session of Congress 


Wednesday night, many Americans were rapt 


in front of their television sets, wondering 
what it would mean for them and their 
families. They heard the intensity in the 
president's voice, his conviction, his determi- 
nation to make this thing work. 

But for many of those watching, their most 
pressing question was, “This sounds great 
and all, but how much is it going to cosy 
me?” 

Sacramento State students were among 
those watching and wondering. And a good 
number of them may be covered by parental 
health plans until graduation, and are looking 
to this new plan as what their own health care 
will look like. 

For them, the costs may have been surpris- 
ing: young. unmarried adults will pay more 
for their national health care protection than | 
any other age group. 

This may on the surface seem unfair; after all, 
young people traditionally have fewer illnesses 
and need for medical care. And even if they are 
indulging in high-risk behaviors like smoking, 
the toll has not yet begun to be taken on their 
health. So, why the greater costs? 

It’s only fair. 

We are far too enamored in this country 
with youth. Most of our TV commercials 
feature young, vital adults, grinning wildly at 
the camera while they rollerblade in cute 
Spandex body suits, every curve and muscle 
group clearly defined. They are young; they 
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are healthy; they are the way we all want to 
be. 

But so few of us really are that way. And 
health care, and who's going to pay, prob- 
ably gets closer to this issue than almost 
any other in our society. 

We all deserve to be able to go to the 
doctor when we need to. Children should 
get their immunizations, pregnant women 
should get good, consistent prenatal care 
and elderly people should get their hips 
replaced and pacemakers implanted and 
therapeutic prescription drugs as often as 
needed. There's litle debate about that. 

And young people should pay a fair 
share of this collective financial burden, 
Elderly people regularly pay for things in 
society which do not concem them or their 
needs directly: property taxes, in many 
cases, help pay for schools. And it was the 
now-elderly’s tax dollars who may have 
paid tor our free immunizations or library

We're all in this together, and the elderly 
deserve to be cared for — just as young 
people do. We need to stop seeing the 
health care dollar as being for “us” or 
“them,” and realize all heaith care dollars 
are for “us.” 

Just as we all , children or no, benefit 
from a good, well-financed school system, 
we will all benefit, elderly or no, from a 
good, well-financed health care system.
